Over tho war poriod from July 1939 to its poak in August, 1943, Govornmont 
employmont rose from 405,000 to 546,900, an incroaso cf 141,900 porsons, Of this increase 
62,700 wore males, 79,200 wero femalos. Of tho male incroaso 45,200 were in Govornmont 
factories, 26,600 were omployed by Governmontal bodios on Allied Works Council projects 
and 37,000 wero tho incroasc in Dofonco Departmonts and spocial war-timo departments includ- 
ing U. S. A. authorities. Tho decroaso over this poriod in numbor of malos omployod by 
othor departments and Local Authorities was 46,100, Tho incroase of 79,200 in females up 
to this peak poricd of August, 1943, was distributod as follows: Factorios, 25,700; War 
Dopartmonts and U. S. A. Authoritios, 30,000; Othor Ccorancnwoalth, Stato and Local Author- 
itios, 23,500, From its poak of 546,900 in August 1943, tho numbor of porsons in Govorn= 
mont omploymont foll to 519,900 by April 1945 or by 27,00L,. This docroaso comprisod 

+ 14,200 malos and 12,800 females. : 


Total wage and salary carnors in civil omploymont, Government and privato, 
(excluding rural and household domestic) roached a poak in Novoribor 1941 (1,952,300) 
following which there was c hoavy docline in male omployment as mon were called up for 
tho Armed Forces. From August 1943 to April 1945 thore has been an increase of 33,200 in 
tho numbor of wago and salary carnors in private omploymont (oxcluding rural and private 
+ domestic). 


Tho decrease since August, 1943 of 27,CCU persons in Govornnent employment 
and the incroase of 33,20C persons in privato omploymont (othor than rural and private 
domestic) rosult in a not incroaso of 6,204 in total wage carnors in all employmont (othor 
than rural and private domestic), The rospective totals of wage oarnors (cthor than 
rural and private domestic) woro 1,905,40. in August, 1943 and 1,911,600 in April, 1945, 
Those figures rolate only to certain wago oarnors and dco not rofloct tho full effect of 
the policy of rostoring sorvico personnol to industry which was applied as from about 
August 1943. From August 1943 to April 1945 tho docreaso in not onlistments in tho 
foreos (excess of dischargos over onlistments) was approximatoly 66,600 males and 2,100 
females, Deta as to tho net incroaso in rural employment during 1944-45 will bo known 
within a fow wooks from tho annual returns of farmors and data as to tho chango in numbor 
in privato domestic omployment and in numkor of employers and porsons working on their own 
account will bo knowm about the end of 1945 whon the results of tho Occupation Survoy of 
Juno 1945 become available. This Survoy may also revoal that tho total malos in private 
“ employment and in all employment shorm above subsequent to Juno 1143 exclude some employoos

In August, 1943 (by which dato tho munitions programme had passed its poak) 
employment in Governmonts) and quasi Governmontal muniticn factorics was 88,40. males and 
, 38,200 femalos, By April, 1945 these numbors had fallen to 62,90 males and 18,200 
fomalos = decreasos of 25,5-< males and 20,Cvu females, There was also a docroase of 
21,8C0 males omployod on defence building and construction, due to completion of some 
defence projects. Tho principal industries showing increases in estimated omploymont of 
male wago cernors (other then rural) wor 13,8¢. in factories and works (other than 
Gcvornmental munitions); 4,600 in shipping and stevodering; 5,800 in rail and air

t sport; 4,100 in othor transport and communication; 5,000 in retail trado; 5,500 in othor 

reo including wholesale trade; and 16,400 in other employments. The total numbor of 
female wage sarnors omployod (other than in rural industry or privato domostic sorvigo ) 
showed a slight decreaso from 635,700 in /ugust, 1943 to 634,000 in April, 1945. Tho numbers 
of women wage earners in individual industries listed above, apart from governmontal mun- 
itions did not change appreciably but there was an increase of 15,300 (from 162,600 to 
.177,900) in a miscellaneous group of servicing and profossional, eauuott tone > oxelusive of 
private domestic service, data for which will be derived from tho Occupation Survoy of Juno, 
1945. 


The movement of employmont in the industrial groups from March to April, 1945, 
"is summarised as follows:- 


In respect of moles the main decreases wore: Munitions otc. =2,200; Wholosalo 
Trade -1,100; "Other" Industries -500. Incroasos were: Othor Factories +1,100; Rail and 
Air Transport +800; Defence Works Construction +200. 


In respoct of females there were decrcases in Govornmental n.eowi. 6003; Mun- 
‘itions etc. -600; Othor Factorios -2,900 (seasonal movemont) and Wholosale Trade 500. 
Fomale omployment in Rotail Trade increased +300.

Figures of employment rocorded on Psy=Roll Tex returns for Australia are 
given without any adjustment in tho next table. The roturns do not cover employoes of 
tho Commonweslth Govornment; employers who pay not more than £20 per woek in wages do not 
make roturns end roligious and public benovolont institutions and hospitals are also exempt. 
Tho proportion of all employees who aro included varies from State to State, but in general 
aho proportion of employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, those engaged in rural 
industrics and fomale domestics in private households) in tho Pay=Roll Tax returns is about 
90 per cont. of tho ostimatod total of males in employment and about 80 per cent. of the 
ifemalos.
